The  Portsmouth  Borough  Asylum,  which  had  been 
taken  over  during  the  war  for  hospital  purposes,  having 
been  vacated  by  the  Military  Authorities,  the  patients 
received  under  contract  from  that  Asylum  were  re-trans¬ 
ferred  on  the  15th  April  last. 

The  general  health  of  the  Patients  and  Staff  on  the 
whole  has  been  good. 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  report  that  Dr.  Harper  - 
Smith,  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  and  the  majority 
of  the  Attendants  and  Artizans  who  had  been  on  military 
service  have  now  returned  to  duty. 

The  Committee  deeply  regret  to  record  that  the

The  large  increase  in  the  rate  for  the  last  two 
quarters  has  been  mainly  due  to  increased  rates  of  pay 
to  the  Nursing  and  Artizan  Staff  of  the  Institution,  and 
to  increases  of  such  staff  owing  to  reduction  in  hours 
of  work,  both  of  which  were  consequent  upon  certain 
recommendations  as  to  hours  of  work  and  rates  of  pay 
of  Asylum  Workers  agreed  to  by  the  Joint  Conciliation 
Committee  of  the  Mental  Hospitals  Association  and  the 
National  Asylum  Workers’  Union. 

The  lower  rate  of  charge  for  Private  Patients  has 
been  increased  in  the  case  of  Brighton  Patients  to  2s. 
per  week  above  maintenance  rate,  and  in  the  case  of 
out  Borough  Patients  to  6s.  per  week  above  main¬ 
tenance  rate. 

The  Patients  have  been  visited  and  the  Wards 
inspected  at  each  monthly  meeting  by  Members  of  the 
Committee. 
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The  Farm,  Finance  and  Stores  Sub-Committees  have 
reported  upon  the  various  matters  under  their  super¬ 
vision  at  each  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

Six  additional  Pig  Styes  have  been  erected  at  the 
Farm,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  the  Hospital 
workmen. 

On  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Control,  disinfecting 
tanks  and  receptacles  for  foul  linen  have  been  provided 
and  fitted  up  in  the  Laundry  yard,  at  a  cost  of  £ 206 . 
With  this  exception,  only  ordinary  current  repairs  have 
been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Deputations  from  Boards  of  Guardians  visited  the 
Patients  in  the  Institution  chargeable  to  their  several 
Unions,  and  in  all  cases  left  favourable  reports. 

A  Commissioner  of  the  Board  of  Control  visited  the 
Mental  Hospital  on  the  18th  August  last  and  left  a 
satisfactory  report. 

On  the  31st  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to  the 
Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  have  been 
published  in  the  Committees  Blue  Book. 

Two  Members  of  the  Committee  visited  the  Children 
boarded  out  at  Hellingly  and  Netherne  Asylums 
respectively,  and  were  satisfied  that  the  children  were 
well  cared  for  at  both  Institutions.

Following  the  practice  adopted  for  some  years,  the 
Committee  have  abstained  from  making  precepts  upon 
the  Borough  Treasurer  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  ordinary 
repairs,  insurance  and  superannuation  allowances  at 
the  Mental  Hospital,  with  the  result  that  the  Borough 
Rate  has  been  relieved  during  the  year  to  the  extent 
of  ^5,049  14s.  3d.  This,  with  the  corresponding  saving 
for  previous  years  since  1911,  has  resulted  in  a  total 
saving  to  the  Borough  Rate  of  ^21,890  3s.  gd.

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County 
Borough  Mental  Hospital,  being  the  Sixty-first  since 
the  opening  of  the  Institution. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1919,  have  been — Males,  93;  Females,  156; 
Total,  249. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males, 
99;  Females,  198;  Total,  297. 

The  Deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been — 
Males,  96  ;  Females,  80  ;  Total,  176. 

The  Average  Numbers  Daily  Resident  during  the 
year  have  been — Males,  332;  Females,  593  ;  Total,  925. 

The  Numbers  in  the  Hospital  this  day,  30th  September, 
1919,  are — Males,  297  ;  Females,  507  ;  Total,  804.

The  total  number  of  Patients  chargeable  to  Brighton 
and  to  the  Steyning  Union  has  increased  by  2,  viz., 
number  of  Males  unchanged,  and  an  increase  of 
Females  2. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  from  the  Parish  of 
Brighton  and  from  the  portion  of  Steyning  Union  in 
the  County  Borough  of  Brighton  have  been — Males,  68  ; 
Females,  112;  Total,  180. 

Of  the  Admissions,  150  in  number  (excluding 
transfers  from  other  Hospitals),  42.7  per  cent,  of  the 
Males  were  deemed  curable,  and  44.0  per  cent,  of  the 
Females. 

Excluding  transfers  from  other  Hospitals,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  those  discharged  as  recovered  within  the 
year  is  3.9  per  cent,  less  than  last  year,  viz.,  30.3,  as 
against  34.2  per  cent.

The  Discharges  were  297,  of  whom  99  were  Males 
and  198  Females. 

Of  the  99  Males  who  were  discharged,  27  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  30.7  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  8  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  and  64  were  removed  to  other 
Hospitals. 

Of  the  198  Females  who  were  discharged,  45  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  30.0  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  30  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  and  123  were  transferred  to  other 
Hospitals. 

One-hundred-and-seventy-six  Deaths  occurred,  viz., 
96  Males,  80  Females.  The  death  rates,  based  on 
the  average  daily  number  resident,  are  Males,  28.9  ; 
Females,  13.5.  For  both  sexes  19.0  per  cent.  Of  the 
total  deaths  33  were  due  to  tuberculosis,  15  to  bronchitis 
or  pneumonia,  20  to  heart  disease,  6  to  nephritis,  6  to 
general  paralysis,  13  to  old  age,  13  to  dysentery,  39  to 
influenza,  3  to  malignant  disease,  and  the  remaining 
28  to  various  forms  of  brain  disease  or  other  constitu¬ 
tional  disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  53.1 
years — Males,  50.7;  Females,  56.1. 

The  Coroner  held  one  inquest  during  the  year  on  the 
body  of  a  Male  Patient  who  fell  out  of  bed  and  died 
a  few  minutes  later.  The  post-mortem  examination 
showed  that  his  death  was  due  to  heart  disease,  and 
was  not  the  result  of  the  fall,  and  the  Coroner  returned 
a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 

There  have  been  two  serious  non-fatal  casualties — 
an  old  Female  Patient  received  a  fracture  of  the  femur 
from  an  accidental  fall,  and  another  Patient  suffered 
severe  haemorrhage  through  the  wounding  of  prolapsed 
bowel  by  the  breaking  of  a  chamber  utensil. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  has  been  largely  affected 
by  the  severe  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  Autumn 
of  1918,  when  upwards  of  180  Patients  were  attacked 
and  28  died.  Many  of  these  cases  were  of  the  fulminating 
type,  with  sudden  invasion  followed  by  septic  pneumonia 
within  24  hours  and  a  fatal  issue  in  two  or  three  days. 
About  70  members  of  the  Staff  suffered,  many  severely, 
and  two  cases  terminated  fatally,  a  Temporary  Attendant 
dying  at  his  home  *in  Brighton  and  a  Nurse  in  the 
Hospital.  There  was  naturally  great  difficulty  in 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Institution — at  one  time 
exactly  half  of  the  Male  Staff  were  incapacitated.  A 
second  but  less  virulent  epidemic  occurred  in  April, 
1919,  when  there  were  11  deaths. 

On  the  9th  February,  Charge  Attendant  Frederick 
Cook  died  of  Diabetes,  and  Charge  Nurse  Frances  Lade 
of  Tubercular  Enteritis  on  the  8th  May.  Both  had 
been  efficient  and  trustworthy  members  of  the  Staff  for 
many  years. 
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Five  Patients  have  escaped  during  the  year.  Two 
Male  Patients  disappeared  from  the  Garden  Working 
Party  and  a  Service  Patient  climbed  the  Airing  Court 
railings.  A  Female  got  over  the  Sanatorium  wall 
with  the  help  of  a  chair,  and  another  escaped  through 
a  door  which  had  been  left  unlocked  by  some  person 
whose  identity  could  not  be  established.  All  were 
recaptured  in  a  few  hours. 

Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Control  visited  the 
Hospital  twice  during  the  year — on  17th  October,  1918, 
and  18th  August,  1919 — and  left  favourable  reports. 

Deputations  from  the  Brighton,  Eastbourne  and 
Southampton  Guardians  have  visited  their  Patients 
and  left  satisfactory  reports. 

During  the  year  all  Members  of  the  Staff  who  had 
been  on  Active  Service  were  demobilized  and  returned 
to  duty. 

The  pre:war  Dietary  has  been  practically  restored, 
to  the  great  benefit  of  the  Patients,  and  the  annual 
Summer  Fete,  which  had  been  in  abeyance  for  five 
years,  was  held  in  July. 

On  the  evacuation  of  the  United  States  Army  Base 
Hospital  at  Portsmouth  the  Portsmouth  Patients  were 
safely  transferred  to  the  Milton  Mental  Hospital  in 
May. 

To  comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Board 
of  Control  in  reference  to  the  treatment  of  foul  clothing, 
Steam  Sterilisers  have  been  installed  in  an  annexe  to 
the  Laundry. 

The  grave  space  in  the  Old  Cemetery  being  nearly 
exhausted,  a  new  plot  of  ground  has  been  cleared  and 
levelled,  and  will  probably  be  consecrated  next  Spring. 
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There  is  still  much  unrest  among  the  younger 
members  of  the  Female  Nursing  Staff,  and  great 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  candidates. 
Two  Nurses  were  dismissed — one  for  absenting  herself 
for  two  days  without  leave,  the  other  for  gross  negligence 
in  dealing  with  medicines  entrusted  to  her  care.  The 
conduct  of  the  Male  Staff  and  the  Senior  members  of 
the  Female  Staff  has  been  satisfactory. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Joint  Conciliation 
Committee  of  the  Mental  Hospitals’  Association  and 
the  Asylum  Workers’  Union  have  been  adopted.  The 
Nursing  Staff  are  allowed  two-and-a-half  days’  holiday 
a  week  and  four  weeks’  annual  holiday,  the  working 
hours  being  60  per  week,  including  meal-time. 

Dr.  Harper-Smith  returned  from  Active  Service  in 
June,  and  his  loyal  and  efficient  co-operation  has  been 
of  great  advantage  to  the  Institution. 

To  Dr.  Forster,  the  Second  Assistant  Medical 
Officer,  and  the  other  members  of  the  Official  Staff, 
I  accord  thanks  for  help  in  carrying  on  the  work  of 
the  Hospital. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  I  offer  thanks  for  continued 
confidence  and  sympathy.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  OF  BOARD 

OF  CONTROL. 


Brighton  Asylum, 

August  18th ,  1919. 

I  have  to-day  visited  and  inspected  this  Asylum 
and  its  inmates,  and  can  report  that  it  continues  to 
be  well  maintained  and  administered.  Since  my 
Colleague’s  visit  in  October  last  the  following  changes 
have  taken  place  among  the  Patients

There  are  to-day  on  the  Statutory  Books  the  names 
of  297  Men  and  515  Women — a  total  of  812  Patients. 
Of  these  17  Men  and  43  Women  are  classified  as 
Private  Patients,  and  20  Men  as  Service  Patients. 
Two  hundred  and  four  Patients  are  Out  County — 39 
Men  and  72  Women  being  received  under  contract 
from  Eastbourne,  27  Men  and  30  Women  from  West 
Sussex  (these  will  shortly  return  to  Graylingwell),  three 
Men  and  eight  Women  come  from  Napsbury  Asylum, 
and  the  remaining  25  Out  County  Patients  are  from 
the  Unions  of  Cuckfield,  Lambeth,  Wandsworth, 
Meriden  and  Poplar. 
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The  200  Portsmouth  Asylum  Patients  received  under 
a  War  contract  returned  to  that  Asylum  in  April  last. 
There  are  now  65  vacant  beds  on  the  Male  side,  but 
on  the  Female  side  there  is  still  an  excess  of  12 
Patients. 

Fourteen  Imbecile  Children  are  boarded  out  in  the 
East  Sussex  and  Netherne  Asylums — eleven  in  the 
former  and  three  in  the  latter. 

The  Weekly  Maintenance  Rate  for  the  Horne  and 
Out  County  Patients  is  25s.  per  head,  and  that  for  the 
Private  Patients  20s.  6d.,  22s.  6d.  and  42s.,  but  from 
October  1st  the  latter  charges  will  be  raised  to  27s., 
31s.  and  42s. 

One  man  is  now  out  on  trial.  The  remaining  Patients, 
81 1  in  number,  have  all  been  seen  by  me,  and  given 
every  opportunity  of  speaking  with  me,  and  stating 
their  grievances.  Apart  from  appeals  from  many  for 
discharges,  I  received  no  complaints  whatever  as  to 
their  treatment.  On  both  sides  the  Patients  were 
extremely  quiet  and  orderly,  and  appeared  well  contented 
with  their  surroundings.  Their  clothing  and  personal 
appearance  was  satisfactory.  Seventeen  Men  and  90 
Women  were  confined  to  bed,  but  the  majority  on 
account  of  mental  reasons.  Four  Men  and  six  Women 
were  suffering  from  Tuberculosis,  the  former  were  being 
treated  in  a  small  Ward,  with  three  cases  of  Dysentery, 
and  the  six  Women  were  with  32  other  Women,  who 
were  either  suffering  from  or  who  had  suffered  from 
Dysentery,  in  the  Sanatorium  building.  Dr.  Planck  is 
carrying  out  many  of  the  recommendations  of  our  Board 
suggested  for  the  treatment  of  these  cases.  The  old 
Turkish  Bath  has-  been  converted  into  a  Disinfector 
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for  the  foul  linen,  which  is  brought  from  the  Wards  in 
special  receptacles. 

No  Verandahs  have  yet  been  provided  to  any  of  the 
Infirmary  Wards,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Committee 
will  soon  take  the  matter  into  consideration  again.  In 
the  meantime  several  of  the  Infirmary  cases  are  placed 
on  mattresses  on  the  lawns,  and  I  there  saw  14  Women 
to-day  deriving  benefit  from  the  open-air  treatment. 

For  the  year  ending  31st  December  last,  the  Death 
Rate  on  the  Male  side  was  32.52,  and  6n  the  Female 
side  12.58,  or  for  the  two  together  20.54.  During  the 
period  under  review,  of  the  161  Deaths  6,  or  4  per  cent., 
wore  due  to  General  Paralysis;  8,  or  5  per  cent.,  to 
Epilepsy;  10,  or  7  per  cent.,  to  Pneumonia  and 
Bronchitis;  27,  or  16  per  cent.,  to  Heart  Disease;  17, 
or  10  per  cent.,  to  Organic  Brain  Disease  ;  and  13,  or 
8  per  cent.,  to  Dysentery;  29,  or  11  per  cent.,  to 
Tuberculosis;  and  40,  or  24  per  cent.,  to  Influenza. 
Of  this  latter  disease  there  was  a  severe  outbreak  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  when  about  200  patients  and  40 
members  of  the  Staff  were  attacked.  Since  the  last 
visit  there  have  been  42  cases  of  Dysentery,  and  32 
fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

All  the  Deaths  were  due  from  natural  causes,  an 
inquest  being  held  only  in  one  case.  There  has  been 
one  serious  but  non-fatal  casualty — that  of  an  old 
woman  who  fractured  the  neck  of  the  left  femur  from 
an  accidental  fall. 

There  has  been  no  resort  to  mechanical  restraint. 

The  state  of  the  Day  Rooms,  Dormitories,  and 
Passages,  apart  from  some  want  of  re-decoration,  was 
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satisfactory,  and  there  appeared  a  good  supply  of 
books,  papers,  and  other  things  to  interest  and  amuse 
the  Patients.  The  Airing  Courts  and  Grounds  were 
tidy  and  well  kept. 

I  saw  the  Dinner  being  partaken  of  by  210  Men  in 
the  Male  Dining  Hall,  and  by  350  Women  in  the 
Female  Dining  Hall.  For  the  former  it  consisted  of 
soup  and  bread,  and  for  the  latter  stewed  meat, 
vegetables,  and  bread.  Both  appeared  to  be  good 
and  sufficient,  and  I  received  no  complaints  as  to 
the  Dietary. 

The  hours  of  duty  of  the  Nursing  Staff  have  recently 
been  re-arranged,  by  which  each  member  now  works 
for  60  hours  each  week,  and  has  2-J  days  off. 

The  present  Staff  consists  of  8  Charge,  43  Ordinary, 
and  9  Night  members  on  the  Male  side,  and  of  11 
Charge,  67  Ordinary,  and  13  Night  Nurses  on  the 
Female  side.

Dr.  G.  Harper-Smith  and  Dr.  H.  J.  Forster,  the 
former  of  whom  has  lately  returned  from  Military 
Service.
